Hazardous waste deadline past 


The Ontario Mini- 
stry of the Environ~ 
ment advises that 
any generators of 
hazardous and liquid 
industrial wastes 
whith have not yet 
registered with the 
ministry are subject 
to prosecution under 
the province's envir- 
onmental legislation. 

“It is imperative 
that any generators 
which have not yet 
registered with us 
should submit their 
reports immediate- 
ly,”’ said Environ- 
ment Minister, Jim 
Bradley. 

Ontario Regulation 
309 requires that all 
generators of hazard- 
ous and liquid indust- 
rial wastes register 
with the Ministry by 
Sepa ‘17, 1986,

rave management 
or wastes that are of 
special concern. 
To date, approxi- 
mately 7,500 genera- 
tors have submitted 
registration reports. 
Those who sent in 
complete reports by 
the September 17 
deadline; are in 
compliance with the 
regulation, apd may 
contMue to ship 
wastes.

Six Agricultural Canada 


convictions results in fines 


Infractions uncov- 
ered by federal 
inspectors from Agri- 
cultdre Canada have 
led to six convictions 
in Alberta, British 
Columbia, Ontario 
and Quebec. 

Leng’s Internation- 
al Wholesale Ltd. of 
Edmonton was fined 
a total of $6,000 for 
illegally importin 
eanned chicken an 
pork products. The 
now-defunct 
company was 
convicted on three 
counts: bringing into 
the country 146 
eartons of canned 
meat that were 
inadequately marked 
and packaged, failing 
to obtain evidence 
that the products 


conformed to 
prescribed  stan- 
dards, and importing 
uninspected 
products. 

The offenses, 


which occurred in 
1984. violated the 
Meat Inspection Act 
and resulted in the 
forfeiture of meat 
valued at $20,000. The 
federal act controls 
the transportation of 
meat across borders 
to prevent the spread 
of disease. 

In another case, 
two B.C. firms were 
found guilty of ship- 
ping apples to 
another province 
without an inspection 
certificate. The 
apples also did not 
meet the grade stan- 
dards indicated on 
their cartons and on 
the accompanying 
invoice. The Canada 
Agricultural / 
Products Standards 


Woodstock Tree 
Farms Ltd. of Prin- 
ceton, Ontario, was 
fined $500 for illegal- 
ly importing unin- 
spected plants. The 
plants were found by 
Agriculture Canada 
inspectors to be 
diseased. Besides the 
fact this could have

OBJECTIVE 


To introduce the practice of regular family 
home fire drills. 


Plan to Get Out...Alive 1986 


Working with Canadian Fire Departments, 
participating McDonald's Restaurants are 
organizing and promoting family fire drills in 
many communities across the country. 

Through fire safety tips and the distribution 
of family fire drill worksheets at participating 
McDonald’s, the program provides model fire 
escape procedures for the home. 

Using the fire department's valuable princi- 
les of practised school fire drills, Canadian 
amilies will be urged to plan their home 

escape route in the event of a fire. 

An important role in this community 
service program belongs to Canadian media 
outlets. By airing public service announce- 


ments and through coverage of family fire 


drill events, the urgency of home fire safety 
will be emphasized. 


History 


North American children are practised in 
evacuation procedures during school fire 
drills. It takes two minutes for several 
hundred children to vacate a large school. 
They do not fare as well at home. 

Statistics show that 90 per cent of fire- 
related deaths occur in the home; one-third of 
the victims are children. Too often, parents 
have failed to plan a home fire escape route 
and practise it with their families. 

This discouraging track record prompted 
the first “Plan to Get Out...Alive” program in 
1984 in Edmonton. 

Tim Vandenbrink. Fire Prevention ag 
tor with the Edmonton Fire Department. first 
conceived of the idea in early 1984. After he 

resented the concept to Fire Department and

The fire actually started October 8th, 1871, 
but it burned for t days. 

The story is told like this: The O’Learys 
were having a party with friends and ran out 
of milk for a popular drink of the time, called 
Tom and Jerry's. 

Mrs. O’Leary’s cow was called upon for 
another milking and the cow objected strong- 
ly toher second milking of the day. She kicked 
over the-lantern and one of the worst fire 
disasters in history began. 

The fire travelled four and one-half miles on 
Chicago's south side. It sto only because 
it ran to the edge of Lake Michigan and had 
nothing else to burn.

The message that 
certain household 
products are hazard- 
ous and must be

‘Salaries costly in education,’ 
says trustee

Whenever the 
conversation turns to 
education, it’s not 
long before the thor- 
ny issue of its costs 
arise. 

‘The highest single 
cost of the public 
school system is the 
salaries paid its 
employees. 

In Hastings Coun- 
ty, salaries alone 
account for 73% to 
75% of the entire 
budget. This holds 
true for most other 
Boards of Education. 

Some are higher - 
some lower. 

Inevitably, it is the 
salary settlements 
reached with its high- 
est paid employees - 
the teaching staff - 
that catch the head- 
lines and raise the 
eyebrows. 


The most recent of 


these settlements 
with the Hastings 
County Board's 
elementary teachers 
reflected a 4.12% 


increase, or an addi- 
tional $1,095,049 for a 
total of $24,038,690. 

The chief negotia- 
tor for the teachers 
commenting on -the 
settlement said she 
was pleased with the 
new one-year 
agreement. 

The chairman of 
the Board’s person- 
nel committees said, 

“We have a good 
contract,”’ and 
stressed that ‘‘negoti- 
ations are always a 
case of ‘give’ and 
take’.”’ 

I have been a trus- 
tee with The Hastings 
County Board of 
Education since 1976, 
and heard similar 
statements being 
issued at press 
conferences follow- 
ing a contract 
settlement. 

It certainly was a 
“good contract” for 
the teachers and 
there certainly was 
“give and take”’.

CATEGORIES OF 
MUTUAL FUNDS

Midland Doherty 
Almost all mutual 

funds have a slightly 

different aim or 
philosophy. It is 
possible, however, to 
classify them broad- 
ly under a few 
categories. The five 
main types of mutual 
funds are: 1) Fixed 

Income; 2) 

Balanced; 3), 

Common Stock or 

Equity; 4) Growth; 

5) Specialty. 

A number of mutu- 
al funds attempt to 
limit risk by the 
process of diversifi- 
cation. However, like 
any type of invest- 
ment, few are totally 
risk free. 

Clearly, the level of 
risk varies among 
different types of 
funds (see figure 2 on 
page }. Mone 
market funds exhibit 
the lowest level of 
risk with speculative 
or growth funds 
rating the highest. 


Fixed Income Funds 


Fixed income 
funds appeal to 
conservative inves- 
tors who seek stead 
income throug 
investment either in 
bonds, debentures, 
mortgages, money

market securities or 
preferred shares. 

Bond and mort- 
funds are 
considered to be low 
risk investments, as 
are money market 
funds. . 

Mone‘ market 
funds offer investors 
a higher rate of 
return than. bank 
savings accounts or 
trust company GICs. 
These funds can 
provide a parking 
place for money 
while awaiting 
longer-term 
investment. 

Fixed Income 
funds are sensitive to 
interest rates and 
rise in short-term 
rates may cause the 
unit value to decline. 
In addition, a rise in 
inflation may result 
in a return less than 
inflation rate 
causing a net loss in 
purchasing power. 

In general, fixed 
income funds provide 
an organized, diver- 
sified way to achieve 
income. 


Balanced Funds 


Balanced funds 
combine investment 
of capital in qualit 
bonds and high qual- 
ity income producing 
stocks thereby 
achieving the ss a 
tives of both safety 
and income and capi- 
tal appreciation

Effectively, in 
choosing a Balanced 
Fund, the investor 
sacrifices some of the 
high income return 
associated with a 
fixed income fund in 
return for potential 
capital appreciation 
from equities. 


the ‘asset mix” 
deciSion, i.e. what 
proportion of capital 
should be in equities 
versus bonds, is dele- 
gated to the fund 
manager. 


Common Stock or 
Equity Funds 


The underlying 
investment goal of an 
equity fund is to 
achieve capital gains 
and income through’ 
investment in 
common stock. 
Although the mana- 
gers usually have 
cash or near cash 
(short-term notes) on 
hand to one degree or 
another at all times, 
this type of fund is 
close to fully invested 
in commion stocks 
most of the time. 


Because of the 
inherent risks asso- 
ciated with common 
shares, prices of 
equity funds tend to 
fluctuate more than 
Income or Balanced 
Funds. Some fund 
managers invest 
strictly in conserva- 
tive, blue chip, 
income yielding 
common stock, while 
others adopt a more 
aggressive stance. 

equity funds 
attempt to outper- 
form the overall 
stock market through 
diversification and 
superior stock 
selection. 


Growth Funds 
(Speculative) 


Growth funds are 
appropriate for the 
more “‘risk-oriented”’ 
investor. Generally, 
capital is invested in 
common shares of 
new industrial or 
venture companies. 

The pursuit of capi- 
tal gains is the priori- 
ty of growth funds 
and investors inter- 
ested in such funds 
should not be 
concerned with 
dividend income. 

While increasing 
the potential for 
profit and growth, 
these necessarily 
present a higher than 
“average investment 
risk.

Electoral boundaries 


In order to ensure 
that all areas of 
Canada are repre- 
sented in Parlia- 
ment, a system. of 
redefining electoral 
boundaries has 
evolved over the 
years. A series of 
steps are demo- 
graphic changes 
across the country. 

The whole process 
is properly referred 
to as “readjustment” 
of the electoral 
district boundaries, 
but is often referred 
to as “‘redistribu- 
tion’. While the 
Constitution Act 
specifies that a read- 


. justment must take 


place after/each 10 
year census, the 
rules for actually 
carrying out this 
enormous task are 
laid in the Electoral 
Boundaries Read- 
justment Act 
(£.B.R:A.) of 1964. 
Up to and including 
the boundary adjust- 
ment following the 
1951 census, the 
House of Commons 
itself was responsible 
for fixing the bounda- 
ries of electoral 
districts. through a 
committee appointed 


especially for that 
purpose. 
There were no 


clear rules to guide 
the process of rede- 
fining electoral 
boundaries .until the 
1960's. At that time. 
the procedure was 
modified to eliminate 
inconsistencies that 
previously had 


- pocurred. 


In the early 1960's, 
the decision was 
taken to assign the 
responsibility for 
readjusting electoral 
district boundaries to 
independent Commis- 
sions, one for each 
province. Legislation 
to this effect was 
passed in November 
1964. Presently, the 
process of redistribu- 
tuin is carried out as 
follows: : 
pet After the 
10-year census, the 
Chief Statistician of 
Canada gives to the 
chief Electoral Offic- 
er of Canada popula- 
tion data for each 
province and territ- 
ory broken down by 
districts 
and census. areas.

number of seats to be 


allocated to each 
province and 
publishes those 


numbers in the Cana- 
.da Gazette. 

2. The members 
of the boundaries 
commissions are 
selected and 
appointed by the 
Speaker of the House 
of Commons and the 
appropiate chief 
justices. 


Within 60 days 
from the time the 
Chief Statistician of 
Canada supplies the 
population data to the 
government and to 
the Chief Electoral 
Officer of Canada, 
the eleven electoral 
boundaries commis- 
sions ‘one for the 
Northwest Territo- 
ries and for each of 
the ten provinces) 
must be established 
and assigned the task 
of fixing the bounda- 
ries of new electoral

How To Find Good Furniture 


If you've been long- 
ing for new furniture. 
but you think you 
can't afford it - think 
again. Homer Form- 
by. one of the ang 
authorities on 
refinishing, says that 
secondhand furniture 
can be a top-quality 
bar ain. 

ou can find real- 
ly good wood furni- 
ture at flea markets 
and garage sales, 
and at Goodwill and 
Salvation Army 
stores,” said Form- 
by. “I recently saw a 
wonderful oak hutch 
at the Salvation 
Blt for $47". 

Usually this furni- 
ture is in good condi- 
tion.” Formby said. 

“Sometimes just a 
thorough cleanin 
will make it loo 
almost new again. 

Formby _ offers 
these guidelines for 
judging previously- 
owned furniture: 

- DO make sure the 
piece is structurally 
sound. Lean on it and 


see if it is steady, or if - 


it rocks. Open and 
shut the drawers to 
be sure they don't 
stick. 

- DO pull out one 
drawer and check the 
joints to see if they 
are dovetailed ( inter- 
locked like pieces of a 
puzzle). Dovetailin 
is a sign of carefu 
construction. 

- DO consider how the 
styling and size of the 
piece will work with 
your other furniture. 


- DO examine the 
drawers, shelves and 
doors to see if any 
article board has 
n used. The best 
quality furniture is 
made with hardwood 
(like oak, mahogany, 
cherry}. 
- DON’T be turned off 
by an ugly coat of 
neon green paint or a 
darkened, damaged 
finish. ‘ Do-it-yourself 
products have been 
greatly improved 
over the past few 
years, and now it’s 
easier than ever to 
remove old paint or 
finishes. 

Formby warns 
against using *‘strip- 
pers” that claim to 
remove any type of 
finish. "They can be 
too harsh,’ said 
Pied G “You run 
the risk of stripping 
away the wood's pati- 
na - the beautiful 
glow that wood gets 
over time.” 

Instead Formby 
recommends using a 
heavy-bodied paint 
remover to take off 
paint and 
polyurethane. He 
recommends using 
furniture refinisher 
for removing varn- 
ish. lacquer or 
shellac. 

DON'T put too 
much store by the 
term “antique” 
“The term ‘antique’ 
doesn't have 
anything to do with 
the value of the 
piece,’ ‘ said Formby.

Don't hesitate to call police because you 
think the incident is too insignificant or 
because your own carelessness may have 
contributed to your victimization. 

Calling the police is an important part of 
protecting yourself and of being a good 
neighbor. Informing the police about crimes 
that have occurred is one way of preventing 
future crimes. 


if YOU Witness a Crime or 
Strongly Suspect One is About 
to Occur: 


Without putting yourself in danger, careful- 
ly note any details which might be helpful to 
police. These include: ~~ 

- type of crime: automobile theft, assault. 
etc. 

- location: the street address and nearest 
cross street, 

- description of the suspect(s): note height, 
build, color of skin, eyes and hair, clothing, 
disguises, or, special marks such as unusual 
features, scars or tattoos, and any weapons, 
tools or vehicles being used, 

- description of property or personis) being 
subjected to the criminal activity. 

Don’t try to deal with the situation yourself. 
Call the police - the sooner the better. But 
even if some time has passed since you 
witnessed a suspicious incident, it’s not too 
late to call the police.
